Cancer Research 


Commission Finds That Important 
Progress Has Been Made 

“We found that the best results in 
cancer treatment were being obtained 
where surgical, X-ray and radium 
treatment were being combined, and 
we also found that remarkable steps 
have been made in cancer research,” 
said Dr. W. T. Connell, who has just 
returned from Europe, where he. was’ 
studying the cancer question with the 
Ontario cancer commission, appoint- 
ed by the government of Ontario. A 
comprehensive survey of the cancer 
question and the treatments being 
used was made by the commission in 
both the United States and Europe. 

“What the commission saw is most 
encouraging,” said Dr. Connell. ‘We 
found from our investigations that 
where’ an organized movement was 
made to secure for the patient the 
three methods of treatment, surgical, 
X-ray and radium, the best results 
were secured, and the highest per- 
centage of recoveries was recorded.”
